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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Harrison does not disclose 
a hopper, however as can be seen in figure 1 reference numeral 2, Harrison does indeed disclose a hopper. Applicant also argues that 
Harrison is void of any structure of "a paddle frame rotatably mounted in said chamber to rotate about a central axis" and that this paddle 
frame has "at least one scoop mounted on a periphery thereof and extending longitudinally thereof in spaced parallel relation to said 
central axis". However Harrison does disclose the above quoted requirements as can be seen in figure 1. Whether or not the plates 
rotate in a non-axial manner (depending on which axis Applicant wishes to rotate them about) is irrelevant to the claim limitations. The 
plates/scoops/paddles (17) do indeed have a longitudinal extent along the horizontal shaft as can be seen in figure 1. 
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
